Washington Officials Do Not Believe 
Mediation Is Possible. 
{A. F. NIGHT REPORT.) 

WASHINGTON, July 24.—The State 
Department is again in a waiting at- 
titude regarding China. It has frankly. 
promptly and fully agewered the Chi- 
nese 8 appeal for mediation, 
and the correspondence given publicity 
today makes it appear that the next 
move is for the Chinese government. 
It is to accept or reject our terms at 
once, and in either case the answer 
must convey tidings of the state of 
affairs in Peking and the welfare of 
the legationers. 

The belief is not concealed here that 
the chances for successful mediation 
are slight. Mediation cannot be forced 
upon a party to a cause; it must be 
acceptable to all the parties. If the 
United States is to mediate in China's 
interest, she must first secure the as- 
sent of all the powers who have 
suffered in life or property at Peking. 
The difficuities in the way of such an 
undertaking are likely to be many end 
serious, in view of the exhibition of 
feeling in Europe. But it is said here 
that the United States will cheerfully 
undertake the task, provided its con- 
ditions are met. If it does not succeed 
in inducing the European powers to 
be lenient in their treatment of the 
government of China, the United States 
government will not be drawn into fur- 
ther hostilities after we have takenpare 
of our own affairs, but will withdraw, 
taking care, however, to let it be un- 
derstood that this government will 
not allow its proper interests n China 
to be injured by the action of any of 
the powers that may choose to remain 
obdurate.

According 
to the best information here, urgent 
messages are being transmitted be- 
tween Peking and Shanghai by the 
“flying express” mentioned in Consul

the pleins and is used when the wire 
communication is interrupted. The re- 
lay riders make about 200 miles a day.

Assuming from Sheng's dispatch that

He said the pres- 
ent intention of the Tsung Li Yamen 
was to memortalize the Empress Dowa- 
ger to revictual the legations, and then 
to arrange to send them to Tien-Tsin 
under the escort of Gen. Sung Wad Lin. 
He declared that the fighting had 
ceased, and that the foreign troops 
were holding a position south of the 
Yu Ho bridge, while Gen. Tung Fuh 
Siang’s forces were on the north. 

“Earl Li expressed the intention to 


walt for news of the movement of the 


foreign legations before proceeding 
northward. On receiving this he will 
be escorted by 10,000 troops, who are 
now mustering in this province. Re- 
garding the negotiations, he said he 
believed Chinas finances would debar 
her from paying indemnity, and that 
the people would not submit to further 
annexations of territory. He thinks the 
powers ought to accept assurances of 
a reformed administration and of the 
removal of the officials responsible for 
the crisis. 

“Obviously, Li Hung Chang has not 
changed his views or his methods, while 
the puerility of his arguments is in- 
creasing with age. The impression is 
gaining ground here that the Manchus 
are temporizing, while preparing to re- 
treat to Hsian Fu. 4 _ confidential 
member of his staff says that Earl Li 
will not go north until he is convinced 
that the Empress Dowager has seen 
the folly of her present policy.”

TESTIMONY SHOWING LAXNESS IN 
HANDLING FUNDS. 


{A. P. DAY REPORT.! 

NEW YORK, July %4.—The hearing 
in the case of C. F. W. Neely was 
continued today with George W. Mar- 
shall, of the financial department of 
Cuba, on the witness-stand. 

United States Dist.-Atty. Burnett, of 
the prosecution, paid particular atten- 
tion to the fact that the safe which 
contained whatever of the funds which 
were in the postoffice, had its outer 
door always opened and that there was 
a general laxness about the handling 
of the funds. John D. Lindsay, of the 
defense, brought out on cross-examina- 
tior the fact that the employés of the 
office all had access to the safe, as 
well as the eniployés of the money-or- 
der bureau, who kept their money-or- 
der blanks in the safe. Several em- 
ployés had access to the safe, the door 
was never locked and the moneys were 
placed in three drawers in plain view 
and of easy access. 

William Hoffman, assistant cashier 
of the North American Trust Com- 
pany, verified various deposits made 
with his company by Neely. Maj. 
Eugene F. Sadd, the treasurer of the 
island of Cuba, the next witness, veri- 


fied various deposits made with him. 


Col. Burton, itnspector-general of 
Cuba, was recalled and asked to ex- 
plain more fully his testimony given 
yesterday concerning his inspection of 
the postoffice finance department in 
Cuba. In an affidavit given in Cuba, 
Col. Burton told of a shortage in Mr. 
Neely’s account of about $10,000. Col. 
Burton said on the stand that he re- 
iterated that affidavit. 

Judge Lacombe ste--ed him and said: 
“I don't care what testimony was given 
in Cuba. It will not have the slight. 
est weight with me in deciding this case. 
What must be done is to have com- 
petent testimony given here. If it is 
proven conclusively that money was em- 
beazzled and stolen from the public funds 
in Cuba, I will decide to have the de- 
fendant sent back to Cuba.” 

John C. Nason, head of the detective 
bureau of Rochester, who arrested 
Neely, said that when searched Neely 
had $6502 in currency. 

Lloyd Garrison, a New York lawyer, 
said he was in Cuba tram September 
to December 30, 1898. when he trans- 
lated the Cuban Penal Code for the At- 
torney-General of the United States 
and the translation in relation to em- 
bezzlement by employés was discussed. 
The discussion was as to whether Mr. 
Necly was an employé ora functionary. 
Mr. Garrison considered him an em- 
ployé. The translation of the Cuban 
Penal Code was then placed in evidence 
inspite of the obtection of Counselor 
Lindsay for the defense. The govern-

ASSESSMENT 

TAX REDUCTIONS ASKED FOR. 

The Council, sitting as a Board of 
Equalization, met yesterday morning at 
the City Hall. All the members of the 
Council were present except Messrs. 
Blanchard and Baker. The hearing of 
petitions for reductions of the tax as- 
sesement made by the City Assessor 
was begun. About forty petitions in- 
volving minor amounts were passed on 
by the board. 

The application of the Union Bank of 
Savings by W. 8. Bartlett, president, 
to have its assessment reduced $9415, 
was denied. The bank alleges that on 
the first Monday in March it had on 
deposit with the Hibernia Savings and 
Loan Society of San Francisco credits 


the bank had on deposit in the San 
Francisco Savings Union $5290. It is 
asserted that under the laws of he 
State the deposits in the savings and 
loan societies are non-assessable. 

City Assessor Ward reported that ac- 
cording to the opinion of the City At- 
torney the money was an assessable 
item and that the question of the in- 
terpretation of the law is now before 
the courts for a decision. He asked 
that the application be denied and the 
board tack action accordingly. 

The German American Savings Bank 
by N. M. Avery, president, made appli- 
cation for a reduction of $69,975, leav- 
ing the bank's assessment, $41,520. 
Among the items assessed by the City 
Assessor was one appearing on the roll 
as “Bonds, $49,550.” e applicant states 
that this item represents a sum in- 
vested in United States government 
bonds which were on hand the first 
Monday in March and are non-assess- 
able. Another item of $10,425 was as- 
sessed as money “deposited in San 
Francisco.” This money the bank as- 
serts was a credit in the San Fran- 
cisco Savings Union and is non-assess- 
able under the law. 

The City Assessor in his report to the 
board asserts that if the money was 
really in bonds as a ed it was put 
in such form to avo taxation, and 
as such should be assessed. In regard 
to the other item the Assessor's report 
is the same as on the Union Bank of 
Savings. Action on the petition was 
deferred owing to the absence of the 
bank representatives. 

The board adjourned to meet again 
this morning at 10 o'clock.

On March 14 
an entry was made in his diary stat- 
ing that the condition of the wall near 
the electric arc light seen in the picture 
was very alarming. The picture shows 


the crack as it exists today. 


The spot is about 185 feet from the 
east portal of the tunnel. Slowly the 
earth contipued to swell until the 
cracking of the archway warned the 
Engineer that something had to be 
done at once. He recommended that 


the retaining wall of the arch be in- 


creased from six to nine rings. This 
was done, and the Council voted $1000 


to cover the extra expense. For about 


fifty feet the contractors made the best 
of their way through the yellow clay.

Details of Drowning Horror 
at Wiley'’s Lake. 


— 


Funeral of Victims to Be Held Today. 
Mr. Wiley Prostrate. 


PIRU CITY, July 24.—{Regulay Cor- 
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respondence.] The Wiley’s Lake drown- 
ing horror still appals this community. 
The five persons drowned were from 
four different homes. There were nine 
persons bathing yesterday in the lake, 
and by the overturning of the raft five 
were drowned, and three others were 
barely saved. The victims were Mrs. 
Willey and daughter Glen, aged 11; Miss 
Lulu George of Colona, aged 22; Belle 
Bisson of Colona, aged 13, and Carl 
Davies of Oxnard, aged 9. 

Besides those who were drowned, Mr. 
Brodbeck, a brother-in-law of Mrs. 
Wiley: Mr. Davies, father of the boy 
that was drowned; Mr. Dunn of 
Hueneme, and little Willie Wiley, a 
boy of 6, were in the water. By he- 
roic effort Mr. Brodbeck succeeded in 
keeping Willie's head above water, but 
it nearly cost him his Afe and both 
would have drowned but for the work 
of Mr. Dunn, who swam from the shore 
and reached them just as Mr. Brodbeck 
was sinking. Mr. Dunn helped the un- 
conscious man and the boy to shore. 
Mr. Davies would have saved his boy 
but for others clinging to him. His 
clothes were nearly torn from him by 
the frantic drowning ones. He was 
drawn under the water and lost his 
boy. His own life was barely saved. 

Mr. Davies lives near Oxnard, and 
with his family was enjoying a short 
vacation at the lake, which is a pleas- 
ure resort for many people in this 
county. Misses Sisson and George 
have frequently spent vacations at this 
resort, and had been there some days 
before the terrible accident which oc- 
curred yesterday. Mrs. Wiley had. 
with her husband, lived at the place 
for about twenty-five years. Mrs. 
Wer's sister, Mrs. Brodbeck of San 
Francisco, with her husband, were vis- 
iting Mr. and Mrs. Wiley. When the 
drowning occurred Mr. Wiley was at 
his work, and when called was pros- 
trated by the awful news that his wife 
and only daughter were lying at the 
bottom of the lake. It is feared that the 
blow may yet leave his two little boys 
fatherless. 

The sorrowful work of recovering the 
bodies was begun at once, but it was 
six hours before the last one, Mes. 
Wiley, was taken out of the. water. 
Coroner Riley of Ventura and Deputy 
Coroner King of Santa Paula held an 
inquest last night. and the bodies were 
removed early this morning. Those of 
Misses Sisson and George were taken 
to Colona, and Carl Davies to Oxnard. 
The three above will he burted in 
Pleasant Valley Cemetery. The re- 
mains of Mrs. Wiler and danah- 


ter were teken to Fillmore, where 
the funeral will be held to- 
merrow at 10 am., at the Pres-

“Bthics of Expansion” Dis- 
cussed at Chautauqua. 


Points on Cooking Fish and Running 
the Kindergarten. 


LONG BEACH, July %.—({Regular 
Correspondence.] In an address on 
“The Ethics of Expansion” before the 
Chautauqua Assembly this afternoon, 
Mrs. Lou V. Chapin presented & 
graphic array et historical facts bear- 
ing on the extension of national ter- 
ritories. “It wes expansion,” she said 
in part, “that wrested from Mexico 
this vast territory west of the Rockies. 
It is expansion, in short, that has 
created American civilization, but if 
expansion had been limited to the 
western continent it would have been 
a long time before we should have seen 
the conditions thet now exist. There 
is not a sea in the world that Las not 
been plowed by English keels and there 
is scarcely a land in the world that 
has not heard the clanking of Englisa 


muskets. England has been weak at 
times, and she has been wicked at 
times. E has many times ex- 


nded by taking in peopies without 
thete consent. Those countries which 
have been taken in have not liked it 
but they have it for their 
souls’ salvation and for the rva- 
tion of their bodies alive. If 1 were 
an Englishman I would be able to 
justify a) country’s course toward 
the American colonies in 1776 Eng- 
land has for many years been striv- 
ing to solve the problem which is now 
before the United States, that of ad- 
usting old systems to new conditions. 

hen we consider China we must not 
forget that patriotism there is after 
all perhaps not so very much different 
from what it is in the United States. 
In China the idea is that China is for 
the Chinese.” 

Mrs. Chapin went on to review in 
detail the course of eyents in Europe 
during the past fifty years and spoxe 
of the development of Eng!

HOW TO COOK FISH: 

Mrs. Dutton, in her domestic econ- 
omy lesson this morning. told of the 
cooking and serving of fish. “For bak- 
ing. she said, “one of the best of the 
tien caught in the waters near here is 
the barracuda. Before the fish is t 
in the oven see that it is tho ly 
washed and dried inside and out, 
that all of the scales are removed. Do 
not trust those details to your fish 
dealer. To avoid basting during the 
baking process score the upper side of 
the fish as it is to lie in the pan by cut- 
ting deep gashes crosswise about en 
inch apart. Insert thin strips of bacon 
in those gashes, and the cooking proc- 
cess Will cause the fat from the bacon 
to flow out over the fish and keep 
it moist on the upper surface. When 
cooking the fish stuffed it is well to 
sew it up with some soft white yarn. 
The yarn will not tear the fish as much 
as cotton cord will do. 

“Fish may be fried as you. would fry 
croquettes or crullers. That should be 
done by immersing it in hot fat. If 
you fry fish or potatoes or anything 
else in a pan the bottom of which is 
merely covered with fat the fat 
heated to so high a temperature that 
it undergoes a chemical cha „ that 
renders it unfit for human food. It ir- 
ritates the delicate lining of the stom- 
ach and intestines and in course of 
time is very likely to cause catarrh of 
those organs. When things are fried 
immersed in fat the fat does not un- 
dergo such a chemical change, and if 
any of it finds its way to the stomach 
it is much less harmful. Fish or any- 
thing else that you may want to fry 
may be rendered fat proof by coating 
it with the white of an egg before im- 
mersing in the hot fat. ou can make 
the egg go further by mixing a table- 
spoonful of water with the white of 
each egg. Stir enough so that the 
water and the egg will be well mingled, 
but not enough to make the mixture 
frothy. Be careful to see that the ob- 
ject to be fried is entirely covered with 
the egg mixture. If it is not entirely 
covered, as in the case of fish for in- 
stance. the fat will penetrate and mix 
with the fish and the juices ot the fish 
will ercape into the fat and make it 
fishy so that it cannot be used for fry- 
ing other things afterward. Be sure 
that the fat is hot enough before you 
immerse in it the thing to be fried. In 
the case of a croquette, for instance, if 
the fat be not sufficiently heated the 
croquette will burst and become soaked 
|} with the fat. Fry only two or three 
| pieces of fish, or croquettes at a time. 
When they are dene lift them from the 
fat with the wire basket which you use 
to let them down into the fat, place the 
basket quickly in a pan, let it drip 
thoroughly and then lift the fried arti- 
cles one at a time carefully into a pan. 
the bottom of which ie lined with soft 
brown paper. After remaining there 
for a short time the articles fried wil! 

be served practically free
